Annual Report 


Transmittal and Summary for the Year 1956-1957 to the Shareholders 


of The Cincinnati Museum -Association 


Art museums are educational institutions and 
have shared in that reappraisal, sometimes agon- 
izing, of their aims and accomplishments forced 
on the nation’s entire educational establishment 
by world events of the past few months. A result 
of this self appraisal might be put this way: 

No institution that is democratic in its concep- 
tion and popular in its program can relax its ef- 
forts to extend its services to the largest possible 
public, and the Art Museum’s general attendance 
in 1956-57 was 212,822 compared to 211,831 in 
the year before. While continuing this horizontal 
stress the Cincinnati Art Museum has for several 
years declared its policy of even more signifi- 
cantly addressing its energies to the vertical stress 
of attempting to enrich and intensify its visitors’ 
experience of the arts once they have been 
checked in at the door. Auxiliary events have de- 
creased in number as gallery tours, group visits, 
lecture and class programs have increased. Above 
all there has been no decline, but perhaps even an 
advance in that primary phase of a museum’s life, 
the growth of its collections. 

The year 1956-57 brought important additions to 
all departments: two fine late bronzes were added 
to the Egyptian collection; a striking bronze of a 
bull calf and a remarkable small sculpture in ala- 
baster, both Sumerian, enabled the Museum to 
show this first phase of ancient Near Eastern art, 
while two exceptional Luristan metal objects, in 
bronze and silver, and two prime examples of 
Achaemenid gold, a Sasanian silver wine dish and 
bronze salver, and a large “enamelled” glass plate 
of the Persian XII century enhanced the world 
position of the Museum’s Near Eastern holdings, 
both ancient and Islamic. In painting the first pur- 
chases made with the Virginia Helm Irwin be- 
quest added the portraits of “Mr. and Mrs. Francis 
Bailey” by Charles Willson Peale, and ‘“‘Tricorne”’ 
by Walt Kuhn. Paintings by Jusepe Ribera, Ferdi- 


nand Bol, Francesco Botticini, Richard Cosway, 
Eugene Boudin, the contemporary Americans 
Ralston Thompson and Charles Shaw among 
others were acquired by gift and purchase. All 
categories of the print collection were increased, 
as were the varied decorative arts collections. In 
all there were seventy additions by purchase and 
four hundred and sixty-five by gift. The generous 
donors are individually listed in the detailed 
accessions report and are here most sincerely 
thanked. 

The Museum’s export-import balance was 
healthy with loans of art objects to twenty-six 
institutions and twenty-five lenders to the exhibi- 
tion program, which scheduled twenty-one show- 
ings through the year. Outstanding were the “Still 
Life Paintings Since 1470’ assembled in collabo- 
ration with the Milwaukee Art Center, which 
opened the season in October, 1956; modern 
painters of the Pacific Coast in January-February, 
1957; ‘The Architecture of Louis Sullivan” in 
March-April, 1957, the first major architectural 
exhibition of many years, assembled by the Art 
Institute of Chicago; and “International Color 
Woodcuts,” assembled by London’s Victoria and 
Albert Museum in April. The Print Department 
presented several other important exhibitions, 
among them contemporary Italian prints, prints 
by Nolde, Kirchner, Matisse, the first American 
restrospective of Johnny Friedlaender’s colored 
etchings, and “Curators’ Choice”, a distinguished 
survey of contemporary American prints chosen 
by eleven curators including the Museum’s Senior 
Curator, Mr. Gustave von Groschwitz. 

Around these core activities the Public Service 
Department planned a steadily growing program 
designing two hundred and eighteen special 
events for members and general public, and the 
Education Department’s three-year history is suc- 
cinctly shown in this condensed table:

The Library continued and expanded its services 
and the Museum’s publications maintained their 
level, which the Museum is proud to believe is a 
high one, of design and editorial content. 


The Art Academy’s successful year is indicated 
in the accompanying financial statement which 
cannot, however, reflect the growing strength of 
the regular four-year certificate course, or the in- 
creasing quality of student performance. 

Detailed reports from all these departments of 
the Museum Association are available and the 
Director acknowledges with sincerest thanks the 
loyalty, skill and hard work they reveal. It is the 
purpose of this summary to comment on the 
year’s general character. Its tone is frankly but 
not extravagantly optimistic, and no more so 
than seems to be justified by the facts.

Transmittal and Summary for the Year 1957-1958 to the Shareholders

The Art Museum’s collections grew steadily 
through the year 1957-58. To mention a few out- 
standing and typical accessions: the Painting De- 
partment acquired two notable xv century Span- 
ish panels, by Jorge Ingles and Juan de Flandes, 
and a still-life, ‘The Last Rose of Summer” by the 
American, William Michael Harnett. The Print 
Department not only presented its Fifth Inter- 
national Biennial of Contemporary Color Lithog- 
raphy but bought largely from it, including al- 
most the entire American section. Gifts of a 
bronze sculpture of Asklepios from Greece of the 
early 111 century B.c., and an exceptional male 
portrait head from Rome of the Republican 
period enriched the Museum’s collection of clas- 
sic sculpture as did the purchase of two gold and 
bronze finials in the shape of does’ heads from 
Sybaris of the late v century. A rock crystal cup 
from Persia of the early Achaemenid period carved 
with a frieze of lions hunting a bull continued 
the growth of the Museum’s collections from the 


ancient Near East and the gift of a heroic tomb 
effigy in wood from mid-xi1 century Castille 
greatly advanced the group of medieval sculp- 
tures. A self-portrait drawing by Paul Cézanne, a 
small study from xvi century France fully painted 
in the style of Fontainebleau, a Louis xv salon 
with carved oak panels and numerous decorative 
arts objects were given. Individual donors are 
mentioned in the full list of accessions and their 
generosity is gratefully acknowledged here. 
The Print Department under the able leadership 
of Mr. Gustave von Groschwitz furnished the 
majority of the season’s temporary exhibitions. 
Prints by Toulouse-Lautrec, Polish Graphic Art, 
Yugoslav Section of the Second International Ex- 
hibition of Prints organized by the Modern Gal- 
lery of Ljubljana, the first American showing of 
lithographs by the young Spanish artist Jose Luis 
Galicia, reached a climax in the Fifth Interna- 
tional Biennial of Contemporary Color Lithog- 
raphy. The Twelfth Annual Exhibition by Artists 


of Cincinnati and Vicinity was presented as were 
many “public service’ exhibitions. Opening of 
the remodeled Near Eastern galleries with their 
new accessions began the year’s exhibition cal- 
endar. 

Public attendance grew to 222,597 visitors, com- 
pared to 212,822 the previous year. Mr. Paul 
Naish reports for the Education Department that 
26,107 children and 3,568 adults were taken on 
guided tours of the Museum, a substantial in- 
crease over the previous year, and that 1,603 chil- 
dren were registered in the Museum’s classes and 
459 adults in the membership classes. 

In reporting the Public Service Department's 
many activities Miss Betty Zimmerman remarks, 
“Chief emphasis of the Public Service Depart- 
ment continued to be in the area of group activi- 


ties in the Museum. The result was that 228 | 


activities, exclusive of regular Museum programs, 
Symphony Ball and United Fine Arts Fund events, 
were scheduled during the year. Of particular sig- 
nificance, however, is the fact that 102 different 
community groups, excluding school and college 
groups, came for other than Museum-sponsored 
programs during the year for one or more events 
planned with the Public Service Department. 
Comparative figures show that 89 community 
groups came for similar events in 1956-57 and 67 
came in 1955-56.” 

Mrs. Madge Chidlaw continued and expanded 


the Library’s numerous services to the Museum’s 
staff and public. 

Dr. Carol Macht joined the Museum staff in the 
newly created post of Curator of Decorative Arts. 

Miss Carolyn Shine succeeded the retiring Reg- 
istrar Miss Marie Blatherwick, Mr. Irvin Bacon 
became Superintendent of Building and Grounds 
and Mr. Edward Haas became Superintendent of 
Guards. 

Mr. Herbert Barnett reports for the Art Academy, 
“The most significant development of the fiscal 
year was the approval of a Master of Fine Arts 
degree program to be offered jointly by the Acad- 
emy and the University of Cincinnati and the 
beginning of its operation. 

“This was also a year of unusual activity in 
terms of exhibitions of student work; the position 
of the Academy was emphasized as an important 
part of the art life of the community.” 

In general the year showed quiet but substantial 
growth, growth consistent with the Museum As- 
sociation’s declared policy of more in depth than 
in breadth. This would not have been possible 
without the hard work and loyalty as well as the 
proven ability of the Association’s staff whose Di- 
rector takes this annual opportunity of gratefully 
acknowledging these qualities.

Transmittal and Summary for the Year 1958-1959 to the Shareholders 


of The Cincinnati Museum Association 


The outstanding event of the Museum’s year was 
the presentation of almost the entire collection 
of paintings, drawings, sculpture and decorative 
arts assembled by the late Philip Lehman and his 
son Robert Lehman of New York. A ninety-two 
day showing of a smaller selection of this great 
collection in Paris in the summer of 1957 at- 


tracted a daily average attendance of 1,281 visi- 
tors. The fifty-eight day showing in Cincinnati 
attracted a daily average attendance of 1,947, or 
a total of 112,972 visitors. Since Cincinnati is not 
a world capital of the arts, or tourism, the com- 
munity and its Museum can take legitimate pride 
in this performance: For over a year of prepara- 








tion the Museum’s small but versatile staff was 
involved in the enterprise while the Museum’s 
regular program went on at its usual pace. This 
resulted in the highest total attendance in the 
Museums history, of 332,517 visitors. The Public 
Service Department reports that four hundred 
and sixty-seven adult group events took place in 
the year with forty-seven special events for adults, 
thirteen other Museum events and special open- 
ings, and six hundred and five children’s tours. 
Of the eleven hundred and thirty-two groups who 
visited the Museum through the year, nine hun- 
dred and thirty-nine came to the Lehman Col- 
lection. 

The season opened with the first showing of the 
Museums’ newly acquired collection of American 
folk art presented by her family and friends as a 
memorial to Carol Guggenheim; installation of a 
gallery to show nine pairs of Doughty birds and 
the Greek Revival doorway of the Spencer House, 
in addition to the re-installation of the musical 
instruments collection and the incorporation of 
many ancient and Medieval sculptures in the 
Sculpture Hall and Near Eastern Galleries. 

Among the outstanding accessions were a rare 
and remarkably preserved amphora of the Swing 
Painter of v1 century Athens; the bronze portrait 
head of a vizier from the Urartaean region of 
2000 B.c.; one of the largest and finest bronze 
headrests or bits from the Luristan region of the x 
to VIII century B.c.; a silver rhyton from Achae- 
menid Persia; and the largest surviving example 
of ceramic sculpture from Seljuk Persia of the x1 
century in the form of a turquoise-glazed lion. 
These purchases were made from Museum en- 
dowment income plus the generous gifts of many 
friends. Notable among the paintings purchased 
during the year is a panel depicting the ‘Fall of 
the Angels” by Nicolas Frances, of the Spanish 
xv century, and a “Lamentation over the Body 
of Christ’ by Pedro Berruguete of the Spanish xv 
century. American purchases made through the 
Irwin Bequest were impressive, including ‘Order 
No. r1” by George Caleb Bingham, and the entire 
group of American paintings assembled by Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward G. Robinson and later acquired 
by Stavros Niarchos, including major works by 
Jules Pascin, Edward Hopper, Yasuo Kuniyoshi,

Horace Pippin, Maurice Prendergast, Eugene 
Speicher and Grant Wood’s “Daughters of Revo- 
lution.” Major gifts include a Portrait of Thomas 
Greene” by John Singleton Copley, from Mrs. 
Carlos Hepp; and the anonymous gift of Amedeo 
Modigliani’s “Portrait of Max Jacob;’”’a stone head 
from St. Gilles du Gard, xm century France, gift 
of Mr. and Mrs. Philip R. Adams; a tomb portrait 
from Palmyra, gift of E. §. David; and the bronze 
sketch of a detail from the “Gates of Hell’ by 
Auguste Rodin, gift of John Hollister. 

The exhibition program opened with a survey 
of “Two Centuries of American Paintings” cur- 
rently available on the New York market; “Chi- 
nese Paintings of the Later Dynasties,” lent by C. 
T. Loo and Co.; and in January an inclusive paint- 
ing and drawing exhibition by the Fauve master 
Albert Marquet. In February a two-year showing 
of “Sculpture from Greater India” belonging to 
The Kevorkian Foundation was put on exhibition. 
The Print Department’s distinguished exhibition 
program rose to a climax in the largest exhibition 
of Picasso lithographs ever presented in America, 
which was signalized by a special monograph 
catalogue. Other Print Department exhibitions in- 
cluded the showing of “Color Woodcuts by Joz- 
sef Domjan,’’ “Additions to the Mr. and Mrs. Ross 
W. Sloniker Collection of Twentieth Century 
Biblical and Religious Prints” and ‘Additions to 
the Albert P. Strietmann Collection of Color 
Lithographs.” 

Through this year, busy sometimes to the point 
of being hectic, the Education Department, Li- 
brary and of course the Public Service Depart- 
ment performed admirably. 

The most notable accomplishment of the Acad- 
emy’s year was the establishment of a Master of 
Fine Arts degree for graduate students of painting 
in collaboration with the University of Cincin- 
nati, while the size and quality of the undergrad- 
uate program continued to flourish. 

In submitting this summary of the detailed de- 
partmental reports the Director again thanks the 
staff for their personal and institutional loyalty 
and commends their skill and devotion to the at- 
tention of the shareholders.

Transmittal and Summary for the Year 1959-1960 to the Shareholders 
of The Cincinnati Museum Association 


On the principle of first-things-first, and surely 
the growth of its collections is a museum’s first 
concern, the year 1959-1960 saw many notable 
additions to the Art Museum’s permanent collec- 
tion in many departments. An unusually fine, and 
fortunately unfinished, canvas by Honoré Dau- 
mier came by purchase to the Painting Depart- 
ment, as did a work by the early Venetians, An- 
tonio and Bartolomeo Vivarini. 

Dr. and Mrs. Nelson Glueck gave an important 
Luristan beaked vessel and their collection of 
Palestinian glass to the Department of Near East- 
ern Art which also acquired by purchase an out- 
standing Sasanian rhyton in the shape of a horse’s 
head in silver enhanced with gold. One of the 
very few large Cycladic figures known, over 26 
inches in height and originally more than three 
feet tall, was added by purchase to the collections 
of Graeco-Roman sculpture. It is probably the 
only large example of this ancient, but strikingly 
modern, style in this country. 

To the Department of Decorative Arts came two 
of four tapestries from the famous and unique 
series based on watercolor sketches by Fragonard 
and woven at Beauvais by command of Louis 
XVI as a gift to Louis Bénigne de Berthier de 
Sauvigny, Intendant de Paris, on the occasion of 
his daughter’s wedding. The Duke and Duchess 
of Talleyrand generously gave one of them and 
Mr. John W. Warrington and Mr. Joseph B. Hall 
jointly, and generously, gave the second. The re- 
maining two tapestries of this monument of 
French decorative art in its great xvilI century 
are intended gifts. 

Many of the Print Department’s numerous ac- 
cessions by gift and purchase were the result of 
the 1960 International Biennial of Prints, the out- 
standing event of the exhibition schedule. This 
Biennial, unlike its predecessors which showed 
color lithographs exclusively, included many 
print mediums, and over half of the works shown 
were purchased by 128 Cincinnati enthusiasts. 


The Print Department presented a complete ex- 
hibition series throughout the year which saw 
additional events such as a photographic exhibi- 
tion of Richard Neutra’s architecture, the Four- 
teenth Annual Exhibition by Artists of Cincinnati 
and Vicinity, and many other annual fixtures. 
The season began with a two-month showing in 
four galleries of the Alms Wing of works from 
many periods and in many media acquired in the 
preceding two years. 

The Membership and Public Service Depart- 
ment reports that the marked increase in mem- 
bership brought about by the special membership 
privileges connected with the Lehman Collection 
showing of the previous season was held. This is 
the result of the increasingly vital and active pub- 
lic program of group tours, lectures, luncheons, 
dinners, and many other events administered by 
the Public Service Department, as well as the 
membership classes and children’s classes offered 
by the Education Department. These programs 
are set forth in detail in the accompanying de- 
partmental reports and were largely instrumental 
in bringing the respectable number of 209,394 
visitors to the Museum. 

The Library continued and expanded its many- 
faceted services specified in the report of the 
Librarian. 

The Art Academy continued to grow in both 
numbers and performance, among other things 
completing the first full year of the Master of 
Fine Arts program given in collaboration with 
the University of Cincinnati. 

For these accomplishments the Director takes 
this annual opportunity to commend the Mu- 
seum and Academy’s skilled and devoted staff to 
the shareholders’ notice while adding his own 
heart-felt thanks for performance always loyal 
and often beyond the demands of duty.
